H avana, via Key W est, Sept. 6.— A 
wealthy merchant named Bias Casare* 
has been arrested iu Puerto Principe 
charged with political offenses. 
A party of insurgents receutlv made 
an attack upon Fort BantoC’rrito del 
Valle, near Sal <alo, in the province of 
Pinar del Rio. 
The garrison made a 
stout resistance but the insurgents apt 
ftre to a house near the walls of the fort 
which took ftre, compelling the garrison 
to retire w ith a loss of six men killed.

F atal Re»alta o f a Natural has E xplosion 
In a D rug Store 
Indianapolis, Sept. 6.—Two fright­ 
ful explosions occurred at Broad Ripple, 
a suburb of this city, resulting in loss of 
six lives and the injury of 20 persons 
more or less seriously. 
The first explosion occurred in the 
drug store of J. L. W atts, and it is sup­ 
posed that natural g;is had accumulated 
in the oj-llar and permeated a small, 
dark room which w as used for develop­ 
ing photographs. 
It is known that tw o 
persons were in the room at the time, 
and one of these struck a match and the 
explosion followed. 
The building w as soon in flames, 
which were communicated to a grocery 
in a 2-story building adjoining. 
Men 
ran from all directions to aid in saving 
the merchant’s stock and quite a num ­ 
ber were in the building when the sec­ 
ond explosion occurred, bulging the 
walls out and letting the floor fall on 
those inside. 
There is practically no 
tire protection in the town, and so tierce 
were the flames that rescuers were driven 
back and compelled to listen to the 
groans of their neighbors imprisoned 
under heavy timbers until fire silenced 
their voices. 
Six bodies were taken out, 
but only five could be identified, w hile 
two others are reported missing.

PROGRESS OF 01’R SCHOOLS 


Some Facte Gleaned From The Records Which Shaw Advan­ 
cement All Along The Line 


September 7, ’96, our juaior grand army re-organized for the 
year's campaign. 
At the end of the first month the enrollment 
was 1017, which was increased during the year to 1144 
The en ­ 
listment should have been somewhat larger, but in this matter the 
schools were powerless, as drafts bad not yet been legalized. 
Some of those on the rolls attended but a short time, others were 
frequently absent, and a lew were guilty of truancy; but these ir­ 
regularities were as well controlled as could be expected in the 
absence ol compulsory law. 
The average daily attendance was 
912.7, and the per cent, of attendance was 93 6 of the belonging. 
Pupils were held remarkably well up to the close of the year and 
the attendance results were upon the whole superior as compared 
with previous years. 
In punctuality the gain was considerable. The number of cases 
of tardiness reported was 917, reducing by 108 the banner record 
of the previous year 
The improved results in regularity and 
promptness were secured by systematic attention all along the line 
and without the use of adventitious or art’ficial means. 
The compulsory school law causes a smile of satisfaction. Of 
course the majority complied with the sp;rit of the law before its 
enactment, but truants and the go-as-you-please in absenting 
themselves hare virtually asked 14 W hat are you going to do about 
it?” 
Expulsion was the natural consequence and the problem was 
' How not to do it.” The truant officer now takes a hand, the re­ 
sponsibility ia thrown back upon the parent and teachers are prop­ 
erly relieved. 
With a degree of unity in purpose and effort the ranks were led 
on by the teaching force towards higher planes of culture and en- 
lightment. 
W ithout slighting the traditional branches some pro­ 
gress was made in enriching the instruction in the study of nature 
and literature. 
Music received a new impulse in the employment, 
after a lapse, of a special teacher. 
The earnestness of teachers is again commended as well as the 
spirit of progressiveness. 
Besides individual and associate efforts 
at improvement, fifteen of the 'teachers have attended summer 
schools, and one returns from a year's absence spent in university 
work. 
The disposition to improve is a rignificant sign. It gives 
promise for the next and succeeding years. 
The trustees have supplied the material needs and have kept in 
touch with the schools. 
In season and out of season the welfare of 
the children is the thought of the management. 
During vacation 
attention has been occupied with improvements of grounds and 
buildings looking to oomfort, convenience and health. 
For school work as well as for any other, intelligence and indus­ 
try have wrought many useful tools. 
Modern teachers call lor 
improved appliances. 
It is the aim of the management to supply 
all reasonable demands in this direction. 
Some of the lato addi­ 
tions as aids for pupils and teachers are People’s Cyclopaedia, 
Young Folks’ Cyclopaedias, Century Cyclopedia of Names, diction­ 
aries of Latin and of classical antiquities dictionaries of U. S. 
history, King's haadbook of the U. S., Weber’s History of the 
World, Webster’s dictionaries, wall maps and relief maps, supple­ 
mentary readers in sets, and a number of volumes for reference in 
the various branches of study. 
Early in the school year the public library was removed to the 
Shields school building where it is open to the schools and public 
•very afternoon. 
One hundred new voluues were placed upon 
the shelves at the time of re-location, and two hundred more have 
since been added. Several of the leading periolicals are now taken 
by the library. 
The patronage has been encouraging, thirteen 
hundred volumes having been drawn within the nine months 
ending with July 31 For school purposes a much larger use might 
be made of the library, and as teachers become more familiar with 
what it contains they will be able to reLir pupils definitely for special 
readiDgB. 
Already well started and permanently established the 
library has the prospect of redoubled growth and usefulness.

The Student« Helped Their Teacher« In 
Practical Work. 
During the last century in America 
the medical education of a young stu­ 
dent was generally w hat he picked up 
by serving as an apprentice to soms 
noted practitioner, which combined the 
duties of a student w ith many menial 
affairs. 
He ground the powdess, mixed the 
pills, rode w ith tho doctor on his rounds, 
held the basin when the patient was 
bled, helped to adjust the plasters, sew 
tho wounds and run w ith vials of medi­ 
cine from one end of town to the other. 
It was a w hite day when such a young 
man enjoyed the rare good fortune of 
dissecting a half putrid arm. 
So great 
indeed was the difficulty of obtaining 
anatomical subjects that the medical 
school of Harvard college made a single 
body do duty for a whole year. 
Under such circumstances the doc­ 
tor’s knowledge was praotioal, find de­ 
rived from personal experience rather 
than -from books. 
The advantages of 
study were sparingly enjoyed. 
Pew 
physicians boasted of a library of 50 
volumes. 
His apprenticeship ended, the student 
returned to his native town to assume 
the practice of medicine. At that period, 
w ith the exception of. the m inister and 
the judge, the doctor was the most im* 
portant personage in his community. 
His gen'al face, his engaging manners, 
the sincerity w ith which he inquired 
after the carpenter’s daughter and the 
interest which he took iu the fam ily of 
the poorest laborer made him the fa­ 
vorite for miles around. He knew tha 
names and personal history of the occu­ 
pants of every house he passed.

him and the girls dropped courtesies as 
he passed. Sunshine and rain, daylight 
and darkness, were alike to him. H» 
would ride ten miles in the darkest 
night over the worst of reads in a pelt­ 
ing storm to adm inister a dcse of calo­ 
mel to an old woman or attend a child 
in a fit. 
The drugs were stowed aw ay on tb* 
shelves of the village store, among 
heaps of shoes, Rohan hats, packages of 
seeds and flitches of bacon.

PROGRESS OF 0FR SCHOOLS 


Some Facts Gleaned From The Records Which Show Advan­ 
cement All Along The Line 


September 7, ’96, our junior grand army re-organized for the 
year’s campaign. 
At the end of th e first m onth the enrollm ent 
was 1017, which was increased during the year to 1144 
The e n ­ 
listm ent should have been somewhat larger, but in this m atter the 
schools were powerless, as drafts had not yet been legalized. 
Some of thoee od the rolls attended but a short time, others were 
frequently abient, and a few were guilty of truancy; but these ir­ 
regularities were as well controlled aa could be expected in the 
absence ol compulsory law. 
The average daily attendance was 
912.7, and the per cent, of attendance was 93 6 of the belonging. 
Pupils were held rem arkably well up to the close of the year and 
the attendance results were upon the whole superior as compared 
with previous years. 
In punctuality the gain was considerable. 
The num ber of cases 
of tardiness reported was 917, reducing by 108 the banner record 
of the previous year 
The improved results in regularity and 
prom ptness were secured by systematic attention alt along th e line 
and w ithout the use of adventitious or art;ficial means. 
The compulsory school law causes a smile ot satisfaction. 
Of 
course the majority complied with the sp:rit of the law before its 
enactm ent, but truants and the go-as-you-please in absenting 
themselves have virtually asked “ W hat are you going to do about 
it?” 
Expulsion was the natural consequence and the problem was 
* How not to do it.” 
The tru an t officer now takes a hand, the re­ 
sponsibility is thrown back upon the parent and teachers are prop­ 
erly relieved. 
W ith a degree of unity in purpose and effort the ranks were led 
on by the teaching force towards higher planes of culture and en- 
lightm ent. 
W ithout slighting the traditional branches some pro­ 
gress was m ade in enriching the instruction in the study of nature 
and literature. 
Music received a new impulse in the em ploym ent, 
after a lapse, of a special teacher. 
The earnestness of teachers is again com mended as well as the 
spirit of progressiveness. 
Besides individual and associate efforts 
at improvement, fifteen of the 'teachers have attended sum m er 
schools, and one returns from a year's absence spent in university 
work. 
The disposition to improve is a rignificant sign. It gives 
promise for the next and succeeding years. 
The trustees have supplied th e m aterial needs and have kept ia 
touch with the schools. 
In season and out of season the welfare of 
the children is the thought of the management. 
During vacation 
attention has been occupied with improvements of grounds and 
buildings looking to comfort, convenience and health. 
For school work as well as for any other, intelligence and indus­ 
try have wrought many useful tool*. 
Modern teachers call tor 
improved appliances. 
It is the aim of the m anagem ent to supply 
all reasonable dem ands in this direction. 
Some of the lat« addi­ 
tions as aids for pupils and teachers are People's Cyclopaedia, 
Young Folks* Cyclopaedias, Century Cyclopedia of Names, diction­ 
aries of Latin and of classical antiquities dictionaries of U .S. 
history, King’s handbook of the U. S.t W ebers History ot the 
W orld, W ebster’s dictionaries, wall maps and relief maps, supple­ 
mentary readers In sets, and a num ber of volumes for reference in 
the various branches of study. 
Early in the school year the public library was removed to the 
Shields school building where it is open to the schools and public 
every afternoon. 
One hundred new volu Ties were placed upon 
the shelves at the tim e of re-location, and two hundred more have 
since been added. Several of the leading perio Heals are now taken 
by th e library. 
The patronage has been encouraging, thirteen 
hundred volumes having been drawn within the nine m onths 
ending with July 31 For school purposes a m uch larger use m ight 
be made of the library, and as teachers become more familiar with 
w hat it contains they will be able to refer pupils definitely for special 
readings. 
Already well started and perm anently established the 
library bas the prospect ^ redoubled growth and usefulness,

Daring the last century in America 
tile medical education of a young stu­ 
dent was generally what he picked up 
by serving as an apprentice to some 
noted practitioner, which combined the 
duties of a student with many menial 
affairs. 
He ground the powdeas, mixed the 
pills, rode with the doctor on bis rounds, 
held the basin when the patient was 
bled, helped to adjust the plasters, sew 
tho wounds and run with vials of medi­ 
cine from one end of town to the other, 
It was a white day when such a young 
man enjoyed the rare good fortune of 
dissecting a half putrid arm. So great 
indeed was the difficulty of obtaining 
anatomical subjects that the medical 
school of Harvard college made a single 
body do duty for a whole year. 
Under such circumstances the doc­ 
tor’s knowledge was practical, aud de­ 
rived from personal experience rather 
than from books. The advantages of 
study were sparingly enjoyed. 
Few 
physicians boasted of a library of 50 
volumes. 
His apprenticeship ended, the student 
returned to his native town to assume 
the practice of medicine. At that period, 
with the exception of. the minister aud 
the judge, the doctor was the most im* 
portant personage in his community. 
His gem a1 face, his engaging manners, 
the sincerity with which he inquired 
after the carpenter’s daughter and the 
interest which he took in the family of 
the poorest laborer made him the fa­ 
vorite for miles around.
